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It will be a matter of great inter- 
est to the patrons of the Chaffey 
community to learn that Chaffey Jun- 
ior College now offers approximately 
200 units of work of strictly college 
grade. When it is remembered that 
the normal amount of work taken by 
a student in a year of college is 32 
units it can be seen that one could 
attend Chaffey for six years without 
duplicating any courses. 

The Junior College offers work 
along many !ines There will be 
courses in college chemistry and geol- 
ogy for those desiring work in sci- 
ence. Several courses in English 
will be available as well as work in 
political science, economics and lan- 
guage. There will also be courses 
in commercial branches and advanc- 
The Junior Col- 
lege specializes in agricultural in- 
struction as its name indicates and 
the courses which were given along 
this line last year will be repeated 
again this year. This will include 
the work in citriculture, soil tech- 
nology, entomology, pomology, trac- 
tor and field crops. New courses will 
be added next year in poultry hus- 
bandry, bee culture, farm manage- 
ment, and plant pathology. It may 
well be that the last two mentioned 
will be of general interest not only 
to agricultural students, ‘but to those 
seeking a general education as well. 


‘There will also be added next year, 


@ course in economic botany; this 
will be taught by Mr. Howard R. 
Stanford, who comes to Chaffey this 
years from the University of Illinois. 

The course in psychology offered 
last year will be repeated again this 
year as well as courses in higher 
mathematics. It is a well known 
fact that the music department of 
Ghaffey has won a reputation in: all 
portions of the state and many stu- 
dents will come to Chaffey this fall 
because of the advantages which 
they will secure here along this line. 
It is to be expected therefore that an 
increased nymber of Junior College 
students will elect courses in this 
department. Chaffey takes pride m 
the fact that while a considerable 
amount of the work given is aleng 
vecotional lines, the finer side of 
life also is not neglected. 

A large number of Chaffey gradu- 
ates have signified their intention of 
returning for advanced work in the 


Junior College this year. In addi- 
tion a great many inquiries have

I should be packing a_ pill- 
ease on late and unprofitable rounds 
in that soul-destroying routine with 
its ceaseless invasion of the intimate 
personal economics of uninteresting 
people, abnormally egoistic in the pain 
of a small or large disorder—the 
cheerless life of a small physician, 
serving his useful purpose, I have no 
doubt, but how little serving his own! 

We got through Christmas day in 
a dazed fashion. The necessary offices 
for the dead compelled a_ routine 
which relieved the tension, although 
they contributed a dulled terror to the 
day—those terrible, exacting practical 
details with which some one tn the 
bereaved family must occupy himself, 
Mortuary details are jocose to the pes- 
simist. I know no more comic figure 
than an undertaker, no more gigantic 
shaft of human egotism than a tomb- 
stone. 

Mr. Sidney, we found, had left brief 
but explicit directions for his burial. 
This, in the case of a man with life 
so well conceived, was strange, but 
his wishes, as we found them, were 
simple and startling. He was to be 
buried by the river, close to the pool 
which had been invested with the add- 
ed charm of a ghost-story. His grave 
was to be marked by an unostenta- 
tlous stone.

Announcement has been made by 
the board of directors of the Ex- 
change By-Product Company that the 
capacity of the plant at Corona will 
be increased 50 per cent. A new 
concrete acid house was also author- 
ized. Only ‘a few changes are plan- 
ned in the main buildings. These will 
be made to accommodate new ma- 
chinery necessary to 
capacity of the plant.

The dam is to be constructed in 
the San Dimas Canyon about two 
miles above its mouth, in the Los 
Angeles national forest upon land 
owned by the San Dimas Water Com- 
pany, upon which an easement has 
been secured by the county of Los 
Angeles. The object to be accomplish- 
ed by the construction of this dam 
will be the protection from flood dam- 
that intensely cultivated 
stretch of land lying along the San 
Dimas wash from Covina to the 
mouth of the canyon. 

The dam is to be constructed of 
concrete and will be 145 feet in 
height above the bed rock, having a 
crest length of 265 feet. The dam 
will be of the gravity type, arched 
up-stream to a radius of 400 feet. The 
bids call for 20,000 cubic yards of 
loose rock excavation, 6000 cubic 
yards of hard rock excavation, 900 
cubic yards of tunnel excavation, 
1000 lineal feet of 2 1-2 drilled grout 
holes, 43,000 cubic yards of plain| 
concrete. 

The impounding capacity of the 
dam is 2500 acre feet, and the reser- 
voir is intended as a retention reser- 
voir for both flood and conservation. 
It will reduce a flood of 2800 second 
feet, such as occurred in 1914, down 
to 1500 second feet, and the works 
will be supplied with discharge ap- 
should 
the reservoir be full, or nearly go, 
when an oncoming storm is apparent, 
its contents may be_ released _ be- 
fore the new storm reaches the dam. 

The bids provide that the contract 
for this work will be awarded sub 
ject to the sale of the flood control 
bonds. 

The construction of this dam is 
without exception the most important 
piece of flood control work contem-

“Truck drivers too often assume 
that because they are driving un- 
wieldly vehicles that the roads are 
dedicated exclusivel yto their use, 
despite the fact that they are very 
far in the minority so far as the vol- 
ume of traffic is concerned,” the club 
points out. ‘No one in his right 
mind will bump into them, and no 
one in his right mind will fail to 
keep out of their way, even at the 
visk of colliding with a Hghter and 
less dangerous vehicle. The heavy 
truck is pretty safe, and the drivers 
know it only too well.”

An Ordinance Fixing the Amount of 
Money Necessary to Be Raised by 
Taxation for the Present Fiscal 
Year. 





The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Upland do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That the amount of 
money necessary to be raised by taxa- 
tion upon the ‘taxable property, within 
the corporate limits of the City of 
Upland, as the revenue to carry on 
the ordinary departments of said 
municipal corporation for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, not to exceed the 
amount fixed by law, and to pay the 
bonded indebtedness and other in- 
debtedness of such municipal cor- 
poration, is hereby determined and 
fixed as follows, to-wit: 

(a) The amount of money neces- 
sary to be raised for the genera! 
fund is hereby fixed at $25,000.00. 

(b) The amount of money neces- 
sary to be raised for the library fund 
is hereby fixed at $2,700.00. 

(c) The amount of money neces- 
sary to be raised to pay principal 
‘and interest on the bonded indebted- 
ness of shid City is hereby fixed at 
$8,740.00. 

Section 2. The amounts _herein- 
before specified are in addition to the 
jamounts necessary to be raised for 
|parks, music and for advertising pur- 
poses as provided for in and by Ordi- 
nance No, 86, which amount for said 
purposes is fixed at $3,000.00. 

Section 8. This ordinance shall be 
in force from and after its adoption 
‘and approval. 

Section 4. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this ordi- 
nance and cause the same to be pub- 
lished once in the Upland News.
